CHANGES MADE IN LAW 


ON SHIPPING OF ORANGES 


New-crop navel oranges will soon 


commence to move from sections of 
the state where color and maturity 
requirements of the law can be com- 
plied 
with. 
County horticultural 


commissioners and their district hor- 
ticultural 
inspectors are 
advising 


growers and shippers of the fruit, 
nut and vegetable standardization 
act, act, which was amended iu sev- 
eral respects by the legislative ses- 
sion 
of last 
winter. 
This 
was 


brought about through action of the 
citrus industry, which felt that too 
muny immature oranges were being 
shipped from California. The state 
department of agriculture is urging 
all citrus growers and shippers to 
acquaint themselves with the pro- 
visions of the new law iu order to 
avoid difficulties. 


Shippers who have been iu the 


habit of artificially •coloring oranges 
which do not test at least 8 parts 
of soluble solids to one part of acid, 
and those who have been exporting 
oranges which fail to meet the mu- 
turit" requirements 
for 
iloTnestic' 


shipment, are warned that these 
practices are no longer permitted by 
the law. 


The provision of the law which 


prohibits the artificial coloring of 


oranges which do not 'test 8 to 1 
is especially important to districts 
where oranges are picked on the 70 
per cent color maturity standard, re- 
gardless of the soluble solids and 
acid content. 


Under the present act, oranges 


which are exported must meet all 
the requirements of the law. The 
act of 1925 permitted the exporting, 
after October 31, of oranges which 
failed to meet the maturity require- 
ments of the law. Because of this 
:hange it is important that all grow- 
ers be sure that their oranges teat 
the proper amount, and . that they 
have the required color, before pick- 
ing, because the only outlet for im- 
mature fruit will now be to actual 
by-product factories. 


The maturity provisions of the law 


as applied to oranges have not been 
changed. They must have at least 
8 parts of soluble solids to one part 
of acid with 25 per cent yellow or 
orange color before picking, or t.hey 
must be at least 70 per cent colored 
at the time of picking.

Boulevard stops are getting so numerous it will soon 


be unnecessary to equip an automobile with high gear, in- 
asmuch as the traveling will presently be second gear work 
exclusively. 


Like every mechanical device designed to regulate 


traffic, the boulevard stop ismecessary in certain places, but 
it is suspected that some firm engaged in making the stop 
signs is anxious to get rich quick, and has put on a high- 
power selling campaign that is getting results—for the 
firm. 


In some cities the boulevard stops got so thick the 


police were almost without power to clear the streets at 
the hours of congestion, for the reason that one machine 
after another, in a continuous procession, was obliged to 
move up to the stop sign. 


The boulevard stop is a very necessary regulation if 


- placed with some intelligence, and after a careful survey 


of conditions. But about half of them, now in position 
could well be eliminated without danger, and, indeed, their 
elimination would probably make the streets safer.

Stationary Spray 


Outfits May Be 
Used in Orchards 


Stationary spray outfits for citrus 


pest control..may be the next im- 
portant step toward increased pro- 
fits if reports on the sprayer of W. 
•T. White of- Covina are any indica- 
tion. Mr. White recently stated to 
a group of citriculture 
students 


from the University of California 
that the machine made a saving 
equal to its cost in pest control on 
a 30-a'cre grove each season. 


This type of machine operates 


from a pump located at some con 
venient point from which pipe lines 
are run to all parts of the grove. 
This provides for continuous opera- 
tion of the spray gun, and saves 
moving the spray rig around the 
orchard. 


Mr. White pointed out the fact 


that the grower 'can take advantage 
of favorable climatic conditions and 
thus protect the trees and fruit from 
any possible injury from the treat 
ment. He favors electricity because 
it furnishes a reliable and unlimited 
source of power. The illustration 
shows the outlet of the underground 
field line and the temporary surface 
line which enables the operator to 
work with a comparatively short 
hose. ' 


Stationary sprayers are making 


great headway in deciduous fruit 
sections, especially in apple dis- 
tricts of Washington and Oregon, ac- 
cording to spray machine manufac- 
turers. Trees in many orchards had 
grown to such size that it was im- 
possible to move a spray rig be- 
tween them without injuring or drop- 
ping fruit and in such places the 
stationary machine is reported to 
have given immediate satisfaction. 
The users of stationary sprayers re- 
port satisfactory and economical op- 
eration, it is said.

Dear Arpi.*: 


We are s-iiling down the Darda- 


jielles enroute for Athens, Greece, 
ami have just passed the narrowest 
part of the straits, which look to be 
about five miles wide and heavily 
fortified on both sides. Here is the 
place where the British fleet met 
with one of its greatest losses. We 
can still see the upper parts of their 
sunken battleshira in the channel.' 


We have hail a week in the land 


of the "Terrible Turk," also known 
as the "Sick Man of Europe," but 
we did*not find him to be either one 
of these classes. Under the leader- 
ship of their new republican regime, 
with President Kemal in the scat of 
a long line of sultans, the nation has 
taken on a new lease of life and on 
every side we see evidences of pro- 
gress. Constantinople, a city of a 
million and a quarter people, is a 
busy metropolitan city. Her port on 
the Bosphorus is as fine as any in 
tho world, not excepting New York 
or San Francisco, and her commerce 
is the heaviest of any of the ports 
we have visited. Steamers from all 
parts of the world are here with 
flags of every nation (excepting, I 
regret to say, our own IT. S. A.). We 
did see Old Glory flying over one 
big ship at Syrma on our way here, 
the S.8. Hag Island from New York_ 
one of the U. S. Shipping Boards 
fleet, and I sure took my hat off to 
this best of all flags. 


You can get a steamer out of Con 


stantinople every day in the year, 
and sometimes two or three a day 
Turkish, English, Italian, French 
Egyptian and Dutch ships were in 
port while we were there. We are 
on an Italian liner and our ship is 
filled with a crowd of one hundred 
pilgrims from Italy who are sailing 
home from Cairo after a pilgrimage 
to Jerusalem and the Holy Land. 
More than half of the party are 
Catholic priests and monks and they 
have mass in the salon every morn- 
ing. As we cannot speak much Ital- 
ian we cannot converse with them, 
but they all seem like a very cordial 
party. 


Our good Baptist friends, the Man- 


agans of Lake Charles, Louisiana, 
are still with us, but we lost Dr. 
Sizoo of Washington at'Constanti- 
nople, as he took the express train 
there for Paris. 


On our arrival at Constantinople 


by ship we were piloted by a clear 
little Hungarian lady who could talk 
five languages, through the attacks 
of the Turkish porters and their 
custom house officers, none of whon 
knew one word of English, ant 


[ thence through another howling mob 
of taxi drivers, and landed us safely 
at a good hotel. She paid »U tU- 
fees arid taxi fares^fdr us and w 
settled with her afterward, at 
saving to us of about one-half. Sh 
was an experienced traveler and th 
porters and taxi drivers could no 
fool her. She has promised to mee 
us at her home in Budapest ant 
find us a good hotel there. She wa 
indeed a friend in need and we pros 
ented her with a big bouquet when 
she left us three days later on.

ovely things are shown. 


Mr. Flag has an office force of 


Turkish clerks, both men and 'wo- 
men, all of whom can speak English. 
3e has placed several hundred girls 
and women in places where they can 
earn a living and has shipped many 
families to other countries, where 
hey can get a new start, some to 
-Sgypt and many to South America, 
and has prevented thousands from 
starving to deathly the relief work. 


President Kemal Pasha when he 


took office a few years ago at once 
__dered all men to cut off their 
Beards, discontinue wearing the red 
fez, and the women to quit veiling 
their faces. Some people refused and 
it was necessary to execute some 
700 people before it was finally 
adopted by all people. Today the 
population looks just as •cosmopoli- 
tan as San Francisco or Los Ange- 
les and bobbed hair and short skirts 
and Parisian styles are worn by the 
young women. The men wear modern 
style clothing, and we saw but lit- 
tle poverty and few beggars. They 
'nave had police traffic, officers here 
for only one year, but the number 
of automobiles has increased so the 
last few months that the police in 
dark blue unif OPIUM, Red leather 
helmets and white gloves, direct the 
flow of traffic as skillfully as our own 


very large room surrounded 
limns of granite that carried arc-lies 
supporting the roof. The floor was 
of stone marble, but completely cov- 
ered by rare old Persian and Turk- 
ish rugs. Many people were kneel- 
ing on the floor. There were no scats 
or benches of any sort. All the wor- 
shippers were facing Mecca, their 
holy city, and reciting the Koran, as 
they call their Bible. 


All mosques have a fountain or 


wej.l at the main entrance, where 
the men must wash their hands and 
feet before going into the presence 
of Allah. It is in this mosque that 
Mohammed rode on horseback, cap- 
;uretl it from the Christians under 
'onstantine (for whom Constantino- 
Die was named) and his hand in 
}loody mark is still shown to tour- 
ists on one of the big granite col- 
umns, as well as a long slash made 
oy his sabre 'cuts. He then repeated 
the Moslem creed and one of the 
grandest of Christian churches be- 
came a mosque, and given over to 
the faith of the false prophet. 


The gr,eat dome is 180 feet above 


the floor. Eight serpentine columns 
came from Diana's temple at Ephe- 
sus, and eight more of poryhyry 
came from the old temple ruins we 
recently saw at Baalbeck. Tho cost 
of this magnificent mosque was over 
six million dollars. 
You wonder 


where they got the money. Five 
times daily the priest climbs the 
stair of the minaret and from the 
iron balcony on high ho calls all 
good Mohammedans to> pray, and we 
can hear his opening call to "Allah, 
Allah, Allah," in a sort of a sing- 
song chanting voice. 


We also visited the mosque of 


Solomon .with its gorgeous mosaic 


tained glass windows; claimed to bo 
lie finest in the world, and with one 
r two hundred oriental rugs on the 
oors. 
Another interesting mosque was 


hat of Ahmed, cometimes called the 
China mosque" because of its 


vonderful tile walls and decorations, 
t is the only one having six min- 
irets. There are so many mosques 
n Constantinople that a view of the 
sity from the harbor looks as if the 
vhole city was one of mosques and 
hey make a picturesque skyline, 
larticularly at sunset. 


The Grand bazaar is on the site 


of the stables of the old Hippodrome 
built by Constantino, and here are 
hundreds of small shops selling ev- 
erything under the sun. Streets are 
about ten feet wide and no vehicles 
are allowed inside. The streets are 
all covered with . stone arches that 
make its Tpof, and, ;hei:e'. are mg 
dealers by the scores, Jewelry manu- 
facturers, brass workers, and every 
trade known. It is much larger than 
the big bazaar in Cairo, but not 
nearly as picturesque, as the mer- 
chants and people are all dressed in 
.European clothes, while in Cairo 
they all wear the long flowing robes 
of many colors und turbans. 


Of the old Hippodrome little re- 


mains, but on its site one of the 
Egyptian obelisks has been set up, 
and the famous bronze serpentine 
column, antt the old Built column, 
a tall column built of blocks of 
stone that were formerly covered 
with tablets of bronze, but these 
have long since been looted and car- 
ried away, and only the stone shaft 
is left. 


Through the influence of Akrem 


Bey, a Turkish friend of Mr. Flag's, 
we were granted permission to visit 
the treasure rooms of the former 
sultans and our eyes were dazzled 
by such a glittering display of jew- 
els as we never expected to see—a 
diamond as large as a man's hand 
(weight two pounds), emeralds large 
as hen's eggs, and rubies and pearls 
by the thousands. One pearl, claim- 
ed to be tho largest in the world, 
was as large as a hen egg and of 
beautiful color. Swords, daggers and 


officers do at home. 


They have a few Buicks here; al- 


so Chryslers, Studebakers, 


sabres, with handles solid gold set 
with immense1 emeralds, rubies and 
diamonds. We put in two hours at 
this palace and marveled at this 
immense 
collection 
of 
treasures. 


And after all, what are they good 
for? And I tried to imagine how 
many miles of cement paved roads 
their combined value would provide. 
We visited the museum of antiquity, 
where some remarkable specimens of 
archaelogy are on exhibition, in- 
cluding the beautifully carved tomb 
of Alexander the Great, and many 
treasures from the tombs of old 
kinds and rulers from all countries. 


AVe saw the grand buildings of 


the old palaces of the sultans—a 
city of itself, with kitchens employ- 
ing 750 cooks and sleeping accommo- 
dations for 25.000 people. And while 
this crowd lived on the fat of the 
land the balance of the population 
toiled and struggled to support them. 
Here we saw the quarters of the 
favorite wives, as well as the harem 
for 100 women, slaves' quarters and 
the family of the sultan, and an 
army of servants. It is now proserv- 
.ed as a national museum. 


We visited the famous Roberts 


college, where some 750 young men 
are being educated, the staff of in- 


us many Chevrolots and Fords, but 
the Fiat and Citroen, Italian and 
French cars, are the favorite makes. 
Taxi fpres here are much less than 
in Los Angeles, and so low that five 
people could ride in a taxi as cheap 
as on a tram car. They have a fine 
system of electric tram cars, and 
run etrH of iirst and second class. 


Constantinople is tho seat of Mo- 


hammedan religion and they have 
over 200 mosques here, the largest 
and finest being that of >St. Soliu, 
whif.h. has four high minarets and 
a wonderful dome. It was originally 
built by Constantino as a Christian 
church,' but later on fell into the 
hands of the Moslems und has been 
a mosque, for many centuries. We 
had to remove our shoes and put on

anxious to talk with us. At 


our hotel one noon we met a party 
of four young American professors 
having a' few days' vacation from 
their teaching at the American uni- 
versity of Beirut—a splendid type of 
young Christians trying to educate 
the young men of the. Near East in 
some of our western methods, and 
doing a grand work under Dr. Stu- 
art, the president of the university. 


We have now passed through the 


Dardanelles and past tlie last forti- 
fication and are sailing over tho 
clear blue waters of the Sea of Mar- 
mora and will soon be back in Eu- 
rope when we arrive at Athens to- 
morrow morning, where I will mail 
this letter.
